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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
Applicant's assertion that the newly annended limitations to the independent claims, "from at least one source comprising one of the 
following: stochastic and non-stochastic", are not taught in the Miller et a! reference. Thus the Examiner believes the amended 
limitations do not put the application in condition for allowance. The Miller et al reference, as noted in previous responses, clearly 
teaches wherein the selection input included non-stochastic input such as a keyboard (column 1, lines 22-34; column 11, lines 59-67; 
column 12, lines 1-9). Since the new limitations are conditional, the teaching of the non-stochastic keyboard input would be enough to 
overcome the limitations. In addition, Miller at al also teach wherein the selection input could also be a stochastic input such as voice 
recognition and a stylus coupled with handwriting recognition software (column 1, lines 22-34). 
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
